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IMPORT  DUTIES  AND  ADDITIONAL  INFORIiATION  FOR  BIPORTANT 
EUROPEAN  COUNTRIES  ON  U.S.  EGG  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS 


INTRODUCTION 


The  importance  of  the  export  market  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  to 
poultry  producers  as  the  output  of  poultry  and  eggs  continues  to  increase,  and 
prices  remain  at  low  levels.    In  view  of  this  fact,  the  poultry  industry  with 
the  aid  of  Government  programs  is  doing  much  to  develop  new  markets  in  several 
European  countries. 

Heretofore  detailed  information  concerning  barriers  to  European  trade  in 
poultry  and  egg  products  has  not  been  assembled  and  set  forth  in  a  readily  avail- 
able form.    In  view  of  the  lack  of  this  information,  the  apparent  need  for  it, 
and  the  frequency  with  which  it  is  sought  by  private  industry,  the  following 
information  was  prepared  for  Austria,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  France,  Greece,  Spain, 
Switzerland,  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  and  the  United  Kingdom:  Exports 
from  the  United  States,  the  existing  monetary  system,  a  list  of  the  import 
duties  and  other  import  charges,  import  controls  such  as  permits  and  licenses, 
current  free  market  excnange  rates,  the  sanitary  requirements  to  be  met  along 
with  inspection  and  grading  requirements,  the  availability  of  refrigeration 
facilities,  and  additional  information  that  might  aid  in  analyzing  opportunities 
in  each  country. 

Historically,  exports  of  egg  and  poultry  products  from  the  United  States  to 
Europe  have  been  insignificant.    Exceptions  to  this  pattern  existed  during  and 
following  World  War  II,  when  large  quantities  of  egg  products  were  exported  to 
many  European  countries  under  Government  programs.    By  1956,  such  Government 
programs  had  declined  to  only  a  small  proportion  of  all  exports  of  poultry  and 
egg  products  estimated  at        million  dollars.    These  programs  involved  three 
European  countries:    i^250,000  dollars  worth  of  poultry  products  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  ^f2,U00,000  dollars  to  Spain,  and  $1,200,000  to  the  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany. 

Important  changes,  as  they  occur,  will  be  published  in  Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets,  a  weekly  publication  of  the  U,  S,  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Other  circulars  concerning  foreign  trade  in  egg  and  poultry  products  for 
Denmark,  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
are  available  upon  request  from  this  office.

I,  Imports  from  the  United  States 

Austria  has  not  been  a  market  for  /imerican  poultry  and  egg  products.  In 
recent  years  the  only  significant  United  States .export  to  Austria  was 
217,CX)0  baby  chicks  in  19S2. 

II,  Monetary  System 

The  unit  of  currency  is  the  schilling.    However,  the  tariff  is  written 
in  terms  of  gold  crowns.    There  are  6,96  schillings  per  gold  crown.  There 
are  26  schillings  per  U,  S,  dollar.    Exchange  of  United  States  and  other 
currencies  for  schillings  can  be  made  only  at  rates  established  by  the  Bank, 
and  only  by  agencies  authorized  by  the  Bank  to  deal  in  foreign  currency  and 
credit  instruments.

IV,     Import  Controls 

Poultry  and  egg  products,  with  the  exception  of  those  inserted  from  the 
OEEC  area,  are  among  the  commodities  requiring  import  licenses.    All  imports 
from  the  United  States  must  be  covered  by  import  identification  numbers, 
application  for  which  is  made  by  the  Austrian  importer  to  his  government. 
Also  an  Exchange  Permit  is  required, 

1/  Auati^ia  is  presently  considering  revising  its  "tariff  to  an  ad  valorem  basis. 


Iinport  Controls  (continued) 

There  is  a  complete  system  of  exchange  control  administered  by  the 
Austrian  National  Bank,  which  maintains  offices  for  this  purpose  in  the 
Central  Office  for  Imports  and  Exports,    This  office  receives  original 
applications  for  both  permits.    The  exchange  permit  is  valid  for  3  months, 
•j^iile  the  import  license  is  issued  for  6  months, 

V,       Sanitary  Controls 

Each  shipment  of  poultry  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  origin 
and  health  (NPIP  Form  l5).    Also  at  the  border  the  shipment  is  subjected  to 
an  extensive  examination,    A  certificate  of  origin  and  health  is  not  re- 
quired for  importation  of  heat-processed  and  canned  poultry  meat  products. 
However,  such  products  are  subject  to  an  inspection  at  their  destination, 

VI*     Refrigeration  Facilities 

Cold  storage  facilities  at  Vienna,  the  main  consuming  denter  of  imported 
poultry jWill  accommodate  approximately  1,000  metric  tons  of  poultry  or 
eggs, 

VII,    Additional  Information 


On  the  whole,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  import  licenses  for  American 
poultry  products  will  be  granted  in  the  forseecble  future.    The  inpediments, 
however,  have  been  caused  mainly  by  the  scarcity  of    dollar  exchange  and 
the  resultant  impact  on  trade  policy. 

High-grade  American  poultry  and  poultry  nroducts  are  decidedly  superior 
to  the  supplies  being  imported  from  Eastern  Europe,    Presumably,  also  with 
regard  to  price  on  a  meat  basis,  /jnerican  supplies  would  be  competitive.

rV.    Import  controls 

Live  poultry,  poultry  meat,  and  albumen  are  liberalized,  while  eggs  aid 
egg  products  (with  tho  exception  of  albumen)  require  inpcrt  licenses. 

The  Bel  go-Luxembourg  Exchange  Institute  (l.B.L.C.)  with  headquarters  at 
Brussels,  supervises  the  execution  of  the  legislative  and  regulatory  provi- 
sions for  exchange  controls.    The  I,B,L,C,  has  no  staff  or  offices;  its  oper- 
ations are  carried  out  by  the  National  Bank  of  Belgium, 
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V,    Sanitary  controls 


A  certificate  of  veterinary  inspection  frcm  the  country  of  origin_, 
showing  that  the  poultry  Is  free  of  all  diseases,  is  recuired  on  all 
irnpcr  tat  ions  of  live  poultry.    Also,  live  poultry  and  all  forms  of  poultry 
meat  must  be  inspected  by  a  veterinary  furnished  by  the  Belgium  Government 
free  of  charge.    Shelled  eggs  and  yolks  of  eggs,  as  well  as  albumen,  are 
free  of  inspection,

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Imports  of  poultry  products  require  individual  import  licenses.  Licens- 
ing decisions  arc  made  on  a  casc-by-case  basis,  and  no  advance  assurance  can 
be  had  that  a  license  vrill  be  granted.    Licensing  controls  are  administered 
by  the  Foreign  Exchange  Office  in  Paris.    The  granting  of  an  import  license 
also  authorizes  the  importer  to  obtain  the  means  of  payment  for  the 
licensed  goods. 


V,  Sanitary  Controls 

All  imports  of  live  poultry,  poultry  meat  and  eggs  require  import  permits 
for  which  the  importer  must  apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  78  amc  de 
Varenne,  Paris,    For  these  products  it  is  also  necessary  to  present  a 
certificate  of  origin  to  the  Customs  Office  at  the  port  of  entry.  All 
imported  eggs  and  egg  products  are  subject  to  the  same  sanitary  supervision 
and  eventual  inspection  by  the  Veterinary  Services  as  apply  to  the  domestic 
products •  ^ 

VI,  Refrigeration  Facilities 

About  hOO  establishments  reportedly  specializing  in  poultry  and  eggs 
have  35,000  cubic  meters  of  refrigerated  space,

1 •       Imports  from  the  United  States 

Spain  has  not  been  a  mt?,rket  for  United  States  poultry  and  egg  products, 
Spain  imports  some  eggs  and  very  small  amounts  of  poultry,  depending  largely 
on  domestic  production.    However,  under  Public  Law  k02j  Spain  in  19^5-19^6 
imported  from  the  U.S.  3.6  million  dollars  worth  of  market  eggs. 

II ,  Monetary  System 

For  import  duty  purposes,  the  currency  is  the  gold  peseta,  divided  into 
100  centimes,  and  currently  valued  at  U.S.  ,*iO,178  as  of  December  11,  1956. 
Duties  are  stated  in  gold  pesetas  and  are  payable  in  paper  or  current 
pesetas  with  the  addition  of  a  gold  surtax  (fixed  every  month  but  6l5.U  per- 
cent in  September),    The  value  of  the  paper  peseta  is  currently  38.95  pesetas 
to  U.S.  ^1,  at  the  official  "free  market"  rate.

IV»     Import  Controls 

All  imports  into  Spain  from  all  countries  are  subject  to  import  license 
issued  by  the  Directorate  General  of  Commerce  and  Customs  Policy  of  the 
Ministry  of  Commerce,  or  by  a  regional  commercial  delegate  of  that  Ministry, 
There  arc  four  types  of  import  licenses  and  the  type  issued  generally  depends 
on  the  amount  of  foreign  exchange  the  importer  has  abroad,  and  the  avail- 
ability of  the  products  on  the  domestic  market.    In  addition  to  domestic 
availability,  the  criteria  used  in  issuing  licenses  are  prices  or  terms 
available  from  other  foreign  countries,  and  trade  agreement  commitments. 

All  imports  are  subject  to  exchange  controls  administered  by  the  Foreign 
Exchange  Institute  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Commerce,  Spain 
uses  a  system  of  multiple  exchange  rates,  with  5  effective  buying  and  5 
effective  selling  rates.    Foreign  exchange  is  made  available  for  authorized 
imports  at  the  effective  rate  of  21,9  pesetas  to  the  dollar  for  eggs,  and 
38,95  pesetas  to  the  dollar  for  poultry. 
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V.       Sanitary  Controls 


Poultry  sanitary  controls  and  veterinary  inspections  are  maintained  and 
carried  out  by  "Agrupacion  de  Criadores  Espanolcs  de  Aves  Selectas"  (Spanish 
Poultry  Breeders'  Association),  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  General 
of  Livestock,  and  by  the  "Direccion  General  de  Sanidad"  (Director  General  of 
Health). 

Sanitary  control  and  inspection  of  poultry  retail  stores  and  storage 
facilities  are  also  maintained  on  a  local  basis  by  the  Municipal  Authorities 
of  every  important  toim. 


VI,     Refrigeration  Facilities

In  addition  to  the  customs  duty  there  is  a  small  statistical  fee  of  10 
centimes  per  100  kg.  (1.1  cents  per  cwt.)  and  a  veterinary  control  fee  of 
25  centimes  per  net  kg,  (2,6  cents  per  pound)  for  both  dressed  and  canned  poul- 
try plifs  an  additional  fee  of  25  S.F,  per  shipment  of  5  metric  tons  or  fraction 
thereof.    The  tare  percentage  on  Tariff  Numbers  83,  Qh,  85,  and  86  is  l5  per- 
cent and  20  percent  for  classifications  lOO(a),  102  and  1071. 


IV.      Import  Controls 

Imports  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  the  shell  and  unsweetened  egg  products  for 
human  consumption  are  subject  to  import  licenses  issued  by  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Economny,    Special  import  authorizations  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Swiss  Veterinary  Office  for  the  importation  of  live  poultry. 


The  domestic  egg  market  is  protected  by  requiring  Swiss  importers  to  buy- 
Swiss  eggs  in  proportion  to  imported  eggs.    Such  purchases  may  be  obligatory 
or  optdpnal.    The  obligatory  purchases  vary  throughout  the  year,  and  is 
highest  (about  2^  percent  in  19^6)  during  the  spring  and  early  summer  months 
and  lowest  (5-10  percent)  in  the  fall.    Optional  purchases  increase  the 
proportion  of  domestic  eggs. 

Imports  from  the  dollar  area  may  be  paid  for  in  any  currency  acceptable 
to  the  seller.    Foreign  exchange  for  such  transactions  is  readily  available 
from  commercial  banks  and  other  sources  without  requiring  specific  authoriza- 
tions from  the  Swiss  Government, 

V,       Sanitary  Controls 

Dressed  poultry  must  be  imported  whole,  i,e,  not  cut  in  pieces.    It  may 
be  with  or  without  heads  or  legs,  but  must  be  eviscerated.    Lungs,  hearts, 
livers,  etc,  may  remain  in  the  birds.    Samples  from  each  shipment  are  subject- 
-ed  to  a  test  for  contagious  diseases,  and  the  main  attention  is  given  to 
Newcastle  disease,    U,S,  shipments  arc  usually  U,S,  certified  as  being  sound 
and  suitable  for  consumption,  but  fail  to  indicate  whether  the  poultry 
originates  from  regions  free  from  contagious  disease  -  hence  the  Swiss 
sanitary  control,  which  is  not  the  case  for  some  other  countries. 

Refrigeration  Facilities 

Four  or  five  firms,  with  a  total  capacity  of  over  30  million  shell  eggs, 
have  facilities  especially  for  the  cold  storage  of  eggs.    In  addition  there 
arc  facilities  for  the  storage  of  some  12-15  million  eggs  preserved  in  lime. 
Refrigeration  facilities  for  poultry  meat  are  satisfactory,

The  estimted  total  value  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  exported  by  the 
United  States  in  19^6  amounted  to  $U3.6  million,  including  live  poultry  not 
shown  on  the  acconpanying  table.    As  the  total  value  of  these  exports  in  19^5 
amounted  to  only  $36,5  million,  this  represents  a  gain  for  the  year  of  almost 
20  percent. 

The  value  of  e3cports  of  eggs  ard  egg  products  was  $21.7  million  in  19^6, 
up  over  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars.    Exports  of  shell  eggs  during 
19^6  were  UU.7  million  dozen,  coii5)ared  with  U9.7  million  dozen  in  1955>  down 
11  percent,    Venezuela  became  the  largest  importer,  taking  20,5  million  dozen 
in  1956,  in  contrast  to  15.9  million  dozen  eggs  in  1955.    Mexico's  and  Cuba's 
shares  in  1956  each  dropped  50  percent  from  1955>  while  Canada's  and  Spain's 
imports  both  increased  by  approximately  133  percent  over  1955  amounts,  Ej^orts 
of  egg  solids,  1,8  million  pounds  in  1956,  tripled  1955  exports  of  one-half  mil- 
lion.   West  Germany,  a  new  market  for  egg  solids,  accounted  for  61  percent  of 
the  1956  total.    Frozen  egg  exports  rose  from  218,000  pounds  in  1955  to  U30,000 
pounds  in  1956,    Of  this  amount,  Mexico  imported  167,000  pounds  in  1955  and 
171,000  in  1956,  remaining  the  largest  iirporter  of  this  product.  Switzerland,

The  value  of  poultry  meat  exports  in  1956  was  up  almost  $5  million  frcm 
1955.    E^qports  of  fresh  or  frozen  chickens  and  capons  in  1956  amounted  to 
almost  25  million  pounds,  compared  with  approximately  10  million  pounds  in  1955. 
This  increase  in  volume  was  also  reflected  in  value  of  exports,  but  not  to  the 
same  extent  because  of  lower  average  prices.    Exports  of  poultry  and  game— a 
classification  at  present  including  turkeys,  which  comprise  about  90  percent  of 
these  exports— were  up  22  percent  over  a  year  ago  but  also  showed  less  gain  in 
value.    Over  75  percent  went  to  Canada.    Canned  chicken  exports  of  2.8  million 
pounds  were  slightly  under  1955  exports  of  3*0  million,  and  their  value  was  $1,1 
million  in  1956,  compared  with  $1,0  million  in  1955. 

Exports  of  baby  chicks  increased  more  than  a  third  in  volume — from  17.8  mil- 
lion to  25»0  million—and  even  more  in  value,  approximately  50  percent,  Venezuela 
increased  its  iuports  from  8,7  million  to  10,6  million  chicks,  and  Mexico  from 
5,6  million  to  8,0  million,  while  remaining  in  their  same  relative  positions  as 
the  United  States  first  and  seccnd  largest  markets,    Cuban  imports  showed  a  gain 
of  1,U  million,  over  300  percent,  to  become  the  third  largest  market  for  United

19^  EGG  PROnJGTTON  AND  CHICKEN  \^ 
NUMBERS  IN  SFBCIETED  COUNTRIES 


The  upward  trend  in  egg  production  that  has  prevailed  since  World  War  II 
continued  in  1956  in  North  America  and  Western  Europe,  the  world's  princi- 
pal egg-producing  areas. 

Indications  point  to  expanded  output  in  1957  by  various  European  countries, 
primarily  the  Netherlands  and  the  United  Kingdom,    Total  production  for  the 
reporting  countries,  therefore,  should  be  slightly  higher  than  in  1956. 
The  egg-feed  price  relationship  in  Europe  is  expected  to  continue  quite 
unfavorable  until  late  1957* 

Total  chicken  numbers  in  the  major  producing  countries  in  1956  moved  upward 
only  slightly  from  1955.    Numbers  expanded  in  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  but  declined  in  West  Germar^r,  Canada,  and  the  United 
States  in  1956  as  conpared  with  1955. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1957,  United  States  egg  production  was  slightly 
larger  than  in  the  same  months  of  1956,    Total  production  of  eggs  for  1957, 
however,  is  likely  to  fall  short  of  the  65,688  million  produced  in  1956 
because  fewer  replacement  pullets  are  being  raised  fo%  production  in  the 
fall  of  1957  than  a  year  ago.    Supplies  of  mediums  will  be  less  plentiful 
for  export  during  the  last  half  of  1957.    Preliminary  data  indicate  the 
value  of  United  States  exports  of  shell  eggs  amounted  to  $3,729,000  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1957  compared  with  $l|,l5ii,000  during  the  same  period  of 


1956.

In  1956  the  value  of  United  States  shell  egg  exports  was  $19,2U6,000, 
a  decrease  of  k  percent  compared  with  1955.    Volune  was  down  10  percent, 
with  536  million  shell  eggs  being  exported.    However,  the  export  of  egg 
solids  and  frozen  eggs  in  1956  was  higher  than  in  1955.    The  value  of 
exported  eggs  and  egg  products  in  1956,  therefore,  slightly  exceeded 
the  value  in  1955. 

Dutch  production  in  1956  amounted  to  about  3,900  million  eggs.  Approxi- 
mately 2,376  million  were  escorted;  11  percent  more  than  in  1955.  Ihe 
most  irr5)ortant  outlet  in  1956  continued  to  be  VJest  Germany,  which  took 
75  percent  of  total  exports,  followed  by  France  and  Italy  which  received 
13  and  9  percent  of  1956  exports  respectively, 

Denmark  produced  2,310  million  eggs  in  1956  and  is  the  ijorld's  second 
largest  exporter  of  shell  eggs.    During  1956  Denmark  exported  almost 
1,560  million  eggs,  a  decrease  of  6.5  percent  corpared  with  1955»  West 
GermarQT  jjiiported  58  percent  of  Danish  exports  and  remained  Denmark's 
leading  customer.    The  United  Kingdom  iir^jorted  11  percent,  Italy  7  percent 
and  Switzerland  5  percent. 

The  rapid  increase  in  egg  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  made  that 
country  practically  self-sufficient.    In  fact,  the  United  Kingdom  has 
been  ejcporting  shell  eggs  this  spring  to  several  countries.    This  self- 
sufficiency  has  been  brought  about  by  the  payment  of  subsidies  to  producers 
and  has  meant  that  the  major  exporting  countries  have  had  to  seek  new 
market  outlets.    Fortunately  for  them,  West  Germany  has  been  increasing 
its  imports  about  as  fast  as  the  British  have  been  decreasing  theirs.  The 
result  has  been  the  continued  absorption  of  the  world's  e:q3ortable  surplus, 
but  at  declining  prices, 

European  producers  have  been  suffering  from  low  egg  prices  during  1957, 
Consequently,  the  production  of  chicks  for  flock  replacement  this  spring 
is  lower  than  in  1956  by  varying  amounts  from  country  to  country,  Hie 
outlook  for  the  fall  and  winter  of  1957-58  is  for  better  egg  prices  than 
a  year  earlier. 

In  1956  West  Germany,  the  world's  largest  in^jorter  of  eggs,  produced  5>825 
million  eggs.    Iir^jorts  during  1956  reached  a  record  of  about  3>500  million 

eggs  15  percent  above  1955,    The  small  market  supply  of  domestic  eggs, 

especially  during  the  summer  and  fall,  and  a  growing  consumer  demand  led 
to  increased  purchases  from  nearly  all  traditional  European  and  overseas 
supplying  countries.    Major  sources  were  the  Netherlands,  5l  percent,  and 
Denmark,  26  percent,  follovjed  by  Poland,  Yugoslavia,  Sweden  and  Argentina, 


A  summary  of  this  information  was  published!  in  the  May  1957  supplemental 
issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  I^arkets, 
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In  summary.  United  States  foreign  trade  in  poultry  and  eggs  in  19^6  consisted 
primarily  of  exports  of  eggs  in  the  shell  and  poultry  meat.    E3q)orts  of  all 
egg  and  poultry  products  in  19^6  totaled  $U3.6  million.    ^  contrast,  in^jorts 
of  egg  and  poultry  products  for  1956  amounted  to  only  $1.6  million,  giving  a 
net  export  balance  of  $U2  million. 

Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

The  value  of  all  eggs  and  egg  products  e^^jorted  in  19^6  was  $21.7  million, 
congjared  with  $20.9  million  in  1955.    The  e^qjort  value  of  these  items  repre- 
sented 50  percent  of  total  egg  and  poultry  exports.    Exports  of  shell  eggs 
in  1956  are  valued  at  $19.2  million,  as  against  $20.1  million  in  1955,  but 
receipts  from  the  e:q)orts  of  egg  solids  were  almost  four  times  the  1955 
figure~ri8ing  from  approximately  half  a  million  to  nearly  $2  million  in 
1956. 


Shell  eggs  in  the  aniotint  of  U5  million  dozen  were  exported  in  19^6, 
compared  with  $0  million  dozen  in  19^5»    The  principal  recipients  in 
19^6  were:    Venezuela,  21  million  dozenj  Mexico,  9  million  dozenj 
Spain,  ^  million  dozen;  and  Cuba,  h  million  dozen.    These  four  coun- 
tries accounted  for  86  percent  of  1956  exports  of  eggs  in  the  shell. 
Exported  shell  eggs  are  moved  primarily  through  the  ports  of  New  York 
and  New  Orleans  and  through  Laredo  and  El  Paso,  Texas, 

Dried  egg,  "egg  solid"  exports  rose  sharply  to  1.9  million  pounds  in 
1956  from  only  558  thousand  pounds  in  1955  •    West  Germany  was  by  far  the 
largest  in^jorter,  taking  1,1  million  pounds,  in  contrast  to  none  in  1955« 
Switzerland  ixi^jorted  119  thousand  pounds,  con^^ared' with  only  31  thousand 
in  1955. 

Frozen  egg  exports  increased  from  537  thousand  pounds  in  1955  to  82? 
thousand  pounds  in  1956,    Increased  exports  to  Switzerland,  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone,  and  Mexico  were  largely  responsible. 

Poultry 

The  value  of  all  poultry  meat  exported  by  the  United  States  in  1956,  includ- 
ing fresh  and  frozen  chickens  and  capons,  other  fresh  and  frozen  poultry 
and  game,  and  canned  chicken  was  $16,1  million.    In  1955  the  value  of 
poultry  meat  e:q)orts  was  $11,6  million.    The  1956  figure  represents  a 
forty  percent  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  poultry—mainly  chickens  and  turkeys— amounted 
to  h2  million  pounds,  cort5)ared  with  about  25  million  pounds  in  1955  and 
lU  million  pounds  in  195U,    This  significant  increase  has  developed  pri- 
marily because  Canada,  West  Germsmy,  and  Switzerland  have  greatly  expanded 
their  in5>orts,    Canada  increased  its  imports  from  16  million  pounds  in 
1955  to  aroTind  23  million  pounds  in  1956.    Canadian  imports  for  1957, 
however,  will  drop  rather  drastically,  as  Canada  no  longer  allows  the  im- 
portation of  these  poTiltry  items.    In  1956  West  Germany  became  a  market 
for  tJ,  S..  ready-to-cook  poultry,  and  it  is  believed  that  1956  iiqjorts  of 
approximately  k  million  pounds  will  be  matched  or  slightly  exceeded  in  the 
current  year. 

Baby  chick  exports  in  1956  are  officially  reported  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  to  have  reached  26,6  million  with  a  value  of  $li,8  million.    In  quantity, 
they  have  increased  appreciably  in  recent  years,  rising  from  11  million 
in  1952  to  almost  27  million  in  1956,    Chicks  last  year  continued  to  be 
exported  primarily  fi'om  Florida,  California,  Texas,  and  New  York,  with 
almost  11  million  going  to  Venezuela  and  approximately  9  million  to  Jfexico, 

Venezuelan  and  Mexican  in^jorts  of  baby  chicks  are  expected  to  decrease 
sharply  since  both  governments  have  announced  programs  designed  to  stim- 
ulate their  hatching  industries.   While  chick  iuqxjrts  decrease  in  these 
countries,  hatching  egg  iir^xirts  should  increase  significantly  in  Venezuela 
and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Mexico*
